Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  year  I960. 

-  The  Birth  Rate  shows  a  further  rise  over  the  previous  yea?, 
the  actual  figure  being  234  as  against  229. 

The  Death  Rate  shows  a  satisfactory  drop  of  almost  2  points 
from  that  of  last  year.  Cancer  and  the  Heart  Diseases  accounted  for  126 
of  the  total  of  176  deaths. 

The  Infantile  Mortality  rate  shows  a  rise  over  the  previovs 
year.  There  were  actually  6  deaths  in  this  group..

SMI  TART  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 


The  public  water  supply,  previously  owned,  and  controlled  by  the 
Rrral  District  Council,  has  now  been  taken  over  by  the  Bucks  Water  Board 
who  are  the  Water  Authority  for  the  whole  of  North  Bucks,  including:  this 
Rural  District. 

Routine  samples  are  still  of  course  carried  out  by  the  Public 
s  Health  Department  and  have  on  all  occasions  prove*  satisfactory. 

The  chemical  analysis  of  the  two  sources  are  as  followsf- 
Olnev  Source? 

."This  sample  is  clear  and  bright  in  appearance,  faintly  alkaline  in 
reaction  and  free  from  iron  and  other  metals.  The  water  has  very  moderate 
hardness,  contains  no  excess  of  mineral  constituents  in  solution  and  it  is  of 
very  satisfactory  organic  quality. 

From  the  aspect  of  the  chemical  analysis  these  results  are 
indicative  of  a  pure  and  wholesome  water  suitable  for  drinking  and 
domestic  purposes.” 

Bjrchmoor  Source: 

"This  sample  is  clear  and  bright  in  appearance,  on  the  alkaline 
ti  side  of*  neutrality  and  free  from  iron  and  other  metals.  The  water  is  fairly 
soft  in  character ,  contains  no  excess  of  mineral  constituents  in  solution  and 
it  is  of  the  highest  standard  of  organic  quality. 

Irom  the  aspect  of  the  chemical  anlaysis  these  results  are 
indicative  of  a  pure  and  wholesome  water  suitable  for  drinking  and 
domestic  purposes.” 

Tyringham  Private  Sunolv; 

This  private  supply  for  the  village  of  tyringham  has  proved  ample 
in.  quantity  and  quality  throughout  the  year  with  the  exception  of  one' 
brief  period  during  heavy  flooding  and  heavy  rains  when  analysis  proved 
not  quite  up  to  the  noraial  standard.  The  chlorination  was  promptly 
increased  and  a  subsequent  analysis  proved  satisfactory  and  that  position 
has  been  maintained  since. 

The  total  number  of  residential  properties  is  5,012  being  4897  houses, 

115  houses  and  shops  and  52  licenced  premises,  of  4,7^0  are  supplied 

with  water  from  the  lublia  mains.  In  addition  the  village  of  Tyringham 
(26  dwellings)  has  its  own  private  supply  laid  on  to  each  property  and  the 
village  of  Cold  Brayfield  (36  dwellings)  had  its  own  private  supply,  the  Board1  s 
main  supply  has  only  been  taken  to  the  village  during  the  past  year  and  many 
of  the  properties  are  not  connected  thereto. 

Several  outlying  farms  and  cottages  also  have  their  own  private  supply 
laid  on  for  all  drinking  and  ckmxe’sti c  purposes.  Unfortunately  records  are  not 
availaole  to  show  how  many  of  the  properties  are  supplied  from  the  Board*  a* 
main  by  standpipe  but  this  is  known  to  be  only  a  relatively  small  number.  The 
population  in  the  Rural  District  is  14,660  and  the  estimated  population  supplied 
‘with  main  water  from  the  Public'  main  is  13,805.

(B)  DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 


Existing  Sewerage  'forks* 

The  existing  sewage  disposal  works  at  Sierington,  Haversham  Fields  Estate, 
Haver  sham  Manor  Batata,  Hanslope,  Lower  Bnd  -  .iavendon,  Milton  Keynes,  ^ttle  Bri^ 
Bow  Brie! thill  and  Olney  |  and  the  pumping  stations  at  Olney,  Hnberton,  Old  Bradw  11, 
Hanslope  and ’Iavendon  have  been  maintained  as  well  as  possible  wife  the  labour 
force  available*  The  Little  Brickhill  sewage  disposal  works  xs  obsolete  and  tnat, 
at  Sherington  retires  enl  orgement.  The  ^rinser  and  Surveyor  still  considers 
that  additional  sewage  works  maintenance  staff  are  required  if  these  verks  are  to  be 
maintained  to  a  proper  standard. 

Works  were  carried  out  on  some  of  the  sewers  in  Olney  to  reduce  the  quantity 
of  subsoil  water  which  was  gaining  access  to  the  sewers,  and  further  work  will 
carried  out  in  the  coming  year.  The  consulting  engineers  are  also  a 

scheme  for  the  reconstruction  of  the  Olney  Sewage  Disposal  Works,  although  they 
have  been  delayed  pending  a  decision  being  made  with  regard  to  the  disposal  ot  the 

tannery  effluent.  „ 

The  Hanslope  sewerage  scheme  is  almost  complete,  but  there  are  still  a 
considerable  number  of  pail  closets  to  be  converted  at  both  Hanslope  and  Lavendon, 
and  the  owners  of  the  properties  concerned  are  being  pressed  to  carry  out  these 
conversions  as  soon  as  possible. 

Much  of  the  Castlethorpe  sewerage  scheme,  including  the  provision  of  a  new 
•sewage  disposal  works,  should  be  completed  by  the  end  of  1961,  and  two  firms  of 
consultants  are  preparing  detailed  schemes  in  respect  of  sewerage  and  sewage  dispos 
schemes  for  Sheniey  Church  End,  Loughton,  Stoke  Goldington,  Ravenstone,  North  CrawJ 

and  Houghton.  - 

/r  additional  surface  water  sewer  has  been  laid  in  Old  Bradwell  to  reduce 
the  quantity  of  surface  water  passing  to  the  pumping  station  and  the  Wolverton  Sew? 
Disposal  ’forks. 

The  new  sewerage  scheme  at  Wavendon  has  been  satisfactorily  completed, 
including  the  provision  of  two  pumping  stations  and  the  reconstruction  of  the  anal, 
sewage  disposal  w orlcs  serving  Lower  End.  Work  should  be  carried  out  on  smaller 
sewage  disposal  works  at  Filgrave  and  Great  Linford  during  the  coming  year. 

The  Council  are  making  great  stridges  with  the  implementation  of  modern  sche 
of  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  in  all  tEe  larger  villages,  and  vt  bin  a  few  years 
but  the  very  snail  villages  will  not  have  the  benefits  of  modern  sewerage  schemes. 

(C)  SCAVENGING  AND  CLEANSING  . 


The  fortnightly  collection  of  refuse  has  been  regularly  maintained 
throughout  the  area,  and  the  weekly  collection  of  the  contents  of  pail  closets 
and  the  emptying  of  cesspools,  as  reque  ‘ted,~h.as  been  effectively  undertaken. 
Bonus  schemes  now  operate  in  respect  of  *hese  services,  and  have  resulted  in 
considerable  savings  in  cost  to  the  Council. 

It  is  hoped  that  the  refuse  collection  service  will  be  operated  on  a  weekly 
basis  in  the  not  too  distant  future,  and  that  mechanical  plant  will  be  used  to  a 
much  greater  extent  on  the  refuse  tips,  in  order  that  tEe  dipping  of  refuse  on  the 
Council*  s  tips  shall  be  carried  ou\  in  a  manner  far  more  closely  approaching  the 
recommendations  of  the  Ministry.
